It is proposed to create a inciuoi ia) 
to the late Rev. Thomas (iallaudet, 
D.I)., hy the erection of a PariHh 
Building for St. Auu'h Church for 
I)iHf-M\i(oH. The prtASnt Church 
ih Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiNtonluin Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of Hiich a building as above 
Indicated | which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and hcaceuter 
of religions ani sooiaj life amoD^st 
the Hilent peoples. i>r. Gallauaet 
hoped duiing Iun lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which bis mitre has always 
been associated.
